WASHINGTON -M'j- 
President 


Roosevelt Monday reorganized 
the 


army into three basic units to be 
known as the army ground forces, 
army air force and services of sup- 
jply, each in charge of a command- 
ing general. 


The president issued an executive 


order providing for streamlining the 
organizations and authorized the sec- 
retary of war to create additional 
overseas departments to embrace the 


T*ask forces, a base commander, defense 


command for operations in war thea- 
ters and other departments deemed 
necessary. 


To the command of the general army 


ground forces was transferred the duty 
.and power of the, infantry, calvary, 
lliold artillery 
and 
coast 
artillery 


corps (except those relating to pro- 
curement, storage and issue). 


The functions, duties and power 


of the commanding generals, general 
headquarters, airforccs (airforce com- 


fbat command) and the chief of the 


air corps was transferred to the com- 
manding gcneal of the army airforces. 


The commanding general of the new 


services of supply will take OVCB the 
duties and power of the chief of coast- 
al artillery, relating to procurement, 
"Vtorage and issue.

On the strength of the Roberts test,

No official 
gauge has been made available on-thc 
latest producer yet.

offset, 


which showed excellent pipe line oil 
on a drill stem test from G505 to G513 
feel. Top of porosity was 6,477 feet. 
Production pipe is being run today 
(Monday). 


After the Burns test will probably 


come the Barnsdall Oil company's 
Bond No. 3, section 11-15-24, southeast 
offset, which set production pipe to 
a total depth of 6,390 feet after top- 
ping porosity at 6,373 feet. Arkansas 
Fuel Oil Company's Creek No. 1, sec- 
tion 10-15-24, west offset, completed 
last week, was gauged at 170 barrels 
over a 12-hour period on 5/32 inch 
choke with no water. Gravity of the 
oil is 36.5. Tubing pressure is 750

High Tribunal Says 
State Courts Have 
Jurisdiction 


LITTLE ROCK-(/P)-The Supreme 


Court hold Monday that state courts 
had jurisdiction to inforce provisions 
of the national wage and hour law. 


Reversing a Phillips circuit court 


decision the high tribunal ruled that 
Pleas Duke of Helena, fare collector 
for a Mississippi river ferry company 
operating between Arkansas and Mis- 
sissippi was covered by provisions of 
the 1938 federal fair labor law stand- 
ards act and entitled to a hearing in 
state courts of wage hour complaint 
against the Ferry company. 


The company contended that stale 


courts could not administer federal 
wage hour laws.

Danny "has what it takes" himself 
But they also know some of his big- 
gest hits have been in sketches co- 
authored by his wife and accompined 
by her at the piano, and that she 
coached him, advised him and stood 
by when the going was stiff. Dannv 
tells 'em. 


She gets the credit 
He never takes a curtain call after

Sylvia Fine was not born to show 


business. She was the daughter of a 
Brooklin dentist. She whipped thr- 
ough high school and Brooklin College 
and expected to be a consort pianist— 
strickly Carnegie Hall. But the clever 
verse she wrote for her college news- 
paper and her father's advise steered 
her on another course. She molded 
her verse into songs and worked in 
a summer children's camp as dramatic 
counsellor. Eventually she 
worked 


with Max Liebman, • director of the 
summer theater at Camp Tammiment, 
Pa., and began a writing collabration 
which lasts to this day. Then at the 
Sunday Night Theater of the Hotel 
Barbizon Plaza in New York she met 
Danny Kaye, who had trouped for 
10 years in the midwest and Orient, 
but 
meant nothing in Broadway's 
life. 


No love at first sight 
Recently Sylvia, seated in their New 


York apartment, told the story of their 
acquamtship,- marriage 
and climb. 


Told it in a voice with a curious quite 
humility which never advanced it- 
self. 


"When I saw Danny first I didn't

WASHINGTG-N-Thc efforts to stem 


the tide of humanity moving toward 
Washington by warning parasites to 
get out of town and moving a hand- 
ful of government agencies to other 
cities have provided about as effec- 
tive as trying to bail out the ocean 
with a sieve. The federal powers- 
that-be are now preparing to act. 


The President lias ordered a re- 


survey of personnel requirements for 
the balance of this fiscal year and 
the fiscal year 1942-13, on the basis 
of the new 44-hour work week. lie 
says specifically that every man and 
woman not absolutely needed must be 
released for war work, fie further 
has ordered that the Bureau of the 
Budget resurvey the entire govern- 
ment personnel set-up, here and in 
the field, to determine the relationship 
of appropriations to necessary man- 
hours of work. 


Government surveys arc a dime a 


dozen. Under ordinary circumstances, 
there would be no reason to believe 
that either of the

would result in action.

Now a preponderance of the 
congressional and executive mail is 
stating in no uncertain terms that it is 
far past the time when elective and 
appointive officials should have for- 
gotten "government as usual." 


Secondly and just as important, be- 


cause Uie men who make the laws 
and administer them are beginning to 
sec it around them everyday, is that 
Washington is rapidly approaching the 
saturation point.

still is. It will come because of lack 
of housing.
